RELATIVE WEALTH 



Again it seems well worth while to quote K.J.C.-Stead’s 
column appearing in the Times of July 4, 1912. He would 
have no grounds for refracting his thoughts of twenty-two 
years ago'. 

“Wealth is largely a matter of comparison. To the $500 
a year man, the $11x10 neighbor is wealthy. To the thous¬ 
and dollar man, the neighbor with two or three times the 
income is-wealthy; and yet there are circles where a man 
with $50,000 is considered hard up. 

The living of‘the $2000 a year men is , much the same 
as the $20,000, man. They wear the same, clothes, eat the 
same meals, enjoy the same' warmth, use the same tele¬ 
phones and other' labor saving conveniences. Why the 
frenzied rush for wealth ? Because the vision is tantalizing 
an<j moreover, there is the terrible fear of penniless old 
age. ( 

But there is another object in the face. Man is vain, and 
he knows that the mob of poor fools constituting modern 
sentiment, look upon the making of money as real success. 

While mney is not in itself a proof of success, it does 
have a bearing on the success of the individual. It must 
bn apparent that the family restricted to the bare neces¬ 
sities of life has little time or opportunity to develop the 
aesthetic side, and thus reach out for real success. By 
doubling the income of the $500 a year man, you multiply 
many times his. possibilities for happiness. If we place 
him on a $2000 basis, we probably double his happiness 
again. But thereafter, the proportion fails to work. The 
man with $20,000 a year is not five times as well off as 
^the man with four thousand. His extra wealth adds very 
little to the real satisfaction in his life. 

Arguing from this fact it is apparent that it is the duty 
of statesmanship to make it easy for people to become 
well-to-do, but hard for them to become wealthy. If there 
are a hundred families in a community, it is more to be 
desired that each of them should have $2000 a year than 
that one should have a $100,000 and the rest a $1000 each. 
Yet it is a fact that our whole financial fabric sums de¬ 
signed to favor the accumulation of wealth by a few and 
the consequent fight with poverty by the many. Rich men 
have stated that the making of their first thousand dollars 
was a greater task than the subsequent millions. It 
should be the other way round. We are still ^juite a dis¬ 
tance from being fully civilized. *'

HUMAN BEINGS IN B. C. 

A brief news note in the daily press records that Dr. 
George Davidson of Vancouver has been named to take' 
over the post of superintendent of welfare for the prov¬ 
ince. Under this department a policy of utilizing the ser¬ 
vices of men trained in the government-supported "Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia, will be followed out. It is plann¬ 
ed to place the whole of the welfare services of the prov¬ 
ince on a scientific basis. 

No further information is available but one is favorably 
impressed .with the implications of the scheme. It sug¬ 
gests an intelligent interest in the youth of the province, 
which has been lamentably lacking so far, in any provin¬ 
cial and federal action. It implies the utilization of home 
material, on the very good grounds that the taxpayers’ 
money has been invested in the education of the now un¬ 
employed young people. 

If the welfare department is to be organized scientifi¬ 
cally, it is inferred that the whole field of labor in the 
province is to be concussed, and also the field of available 
human material, their aptness for certain lines and the 
possibility of realizing to the fullest extent on the invest- 
11 ment in education. Nothing is more pitiful and more pre- 
11 valent than the square pegs in rout^l holes. Young people 
by the thousands are being driven to lines of work for 
'' which they have neither aptitude nor enthusiasm, partly 
because they must exist, and partly because the type of 

I work which would develop them andi.mean full, vigorous 
living, is not within their immediate environment. There 
has so far been no attempt to utilize the great potential 
abilities Ysf our young people in any scientific way. 

Our departments of agriculture are very solicitous in 
seeing that the types of animals best suited to the coun¬ 
try are developed, and that these animals bring the great- 
i est material return. There is a tremendous outlay in the 
X educational institutions,, and presumably the aim of the 
Y educational system, is to fit the students first and foremost 

! ? for industries and conditions within their own province. 
a But the expenditure is apparently divorced from any sys¬ 
tematic attempt to follow up the investment, or to get 
back what has been expended in education. 

It is interesting to consider the possibilities of the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia plan. With the small populations of oug> 
< > provinces, it should be possible to make a fairly complete 
!! study of the Amman beings not usefully or congenially em¬ 
ployed and Ineir aptitudes. It should be possible also to 
have a very accurate picture of industries and opportuni¬ 
ties. And the man who can manipulate the great human 
puzzle of putting the round pegs into round holes and toe 
square pegs into square holes, will have added immeasur¬ 
ably to the happiness, health and wealth of his province. 

R.U KHTEERS AND VICTIMS

j j In a fearless and vigorous editorial, C. A. Hayden writ¬ 
ing in the Country Life of B.C., comments on the big 
shots of Canada business. 

“Canadians have prided themselves on their squnre deal 
ing but thV- practices which, have been reve.llod by the 
Stevens committee have nauseated our people. 

“Canada’s financial, commercial anil industrial 'leaders’ 
are not dissimilar to the ‘Big Shots’ of the l nited States. 
Across the line, the racketeers have scientized their in¬ 
famous practices. In Canada there has been too much 
sanctification of practices that are equally evil but that 
are cloaked' with the mantle of legality or near-legality. 

“Over there robbery is committed at the point of the 
gun. Over here robbery is committed through mass buy¬ 
ing. chain store Intimidation, starvation wages and phon¬ 
etic or synthetic''advertising. 

“It is depressing to note how the untrammelled press of 
Canada, the great so-called independent papers, avowedly 
published to express the people’s views and printed "in 


the people’s interests,’ preserve a discreet, instructed si¬ 
lence regarding the betrayal of their subscribers. If the 
primary producers or the labor unions were to ‘pull the 
rough stuff’ that has been exposed by the Stevens commit¬ 
tee, every big daily in the country would be horrified 
whereas at the moment they are only stultified. 

“The Big Tent editors grossly under-rate the intelli¬ 
gence and the perspicacity of the people of Canada. But 
their worst blunder lies in their philosophy that they fool 
their readers. They would reorganize all their processes 
of thinking were they to take two months every year and 
mix incognito' with their fellow-Canadians. 

- “Let a Canadian’editor of the Big Time take one-sixth 
of his working life and mingle with the unemployed, work 
in relief camps, tramp the dusty roads toting a ‘bundle,’ 
ride the freights, labor in the harvest fields or in the or¬ 
chards, wash gravel for gold, test the vicissitudes of the 
out-of-works and experience the sensation of a gnawing 
stomach—let an editor really go through life as it is be¬ 
ing lived in Canada today by more than a million men, 
yuung,' middle-aged and old, and then Canada will read 
editorials that will mean something.” 

The Times would suggest also thaftour politicians and 
statesmen should join the Canadian Big Time editors in a 
little real living amongst the ‘people of Canada, and we 
would get some vigorous legislation. 

WHAT PRICE ILL HEALTH 

Statistics compiled annually, show that the people of 
Canada contribute almost one and one half billion dollars 
in paying the bill for National ill health. This is three 
times Canada’s share of Great War expenditures, and it 
is said that fully half this outlay—alqiost seven hundred 
millions of dollars is spent on disease that might have 
been {^evented. Millions of dollars are spent in hospitals 
to care for the results of disease,and pnly a fraction of 
this for the prevention of primary causes. It is stated 
by a leading physician that disregard of primary rules of 
health costs Canada $650,000,000 last year. This is due 
to a reluctance to accept the need and Value of preventive 
treatment and preventive instruction!),. 

This reluctance is evident locally amongst those who 
refuse to recognize the valuable efforts- of the Foothills 
Health Unit in disease prevention. 

Commenting on this inefficiency and waste, the Liberty 
Magazine comments: 

“Had most of us been as indefatigable in our pursuit of 
prevention of disease as the doctor has been in seeking a 
remedy, this world would be an infinitely happier place to 
live in. The medical profession has learned more about 
the human body in the past half century than in all the 
preceding history of its ancient guild; But all too many 
of us are as woefully ignorant of the basic laws governing 
the physical mechanism of our bodies as any untutored 
peasant of the Middle Ages. 

“Some two thousand yeaps ago the human body was re¬ 
ferred to as a beautiful temple. It is well for us to bear 
that description in mind. _ • 

“Many of the embittered attitudes which breed strife 
and ugliness in our midst are rooted, more often than not, 
in the stomach or Intestines rather than in the heart or 
head. Wholesome thinking does not generally emanate 
from half-sick, half-unclean bodies. Admittedly many of 
our great thinkers have suffered severe physical handicaps 
And it has been a traditional human "habit to ascribe much 
of their greatness to their physical disabilities. But re¬ 
member, their true greatness is not because of their inflic¬ 
tions but rather in spite of them.” 

CROP PROSPECTS 

Although much may happen between now and harvest, 
the present outlook for the crops and pastures is very 
hopeful, and there is a disposition to express special grat¬ 
itude to the giver of all good gifts, for the timely rescue 
from drought and barren fields. If this had been a nor¬ 
mal spring, with normal development, the sense of grati¬ 
tude would not have been so acute or outspoken. But it 
is not difficult to recall the anxiety and fear that over¬ 
hung this district about six weeks ago. The relentless 
sun beat down, fields were at a standstill, pastures were 
eaten bdre. It was a woeful prospect affecting everyone, 
and it gave us a taste of real worry. 

Facing the possibility of crop failure and pasture fam¬ 
ine, almost for the first time, we realized the state of 
mind of tjiose who have faced and endured such conditions 
for years! It gave us a new sympathy with people, suffer¬ 
ing under drought. And we were depressed with a great 
depression saying “We have not known real trouble, until 
now.’’ 

The-month of June has served to reverse the picture 
completely. Kindly, gentle rains have fallen in abundance, 
restoring our souls and restoring all nature. It has been 
a month of thanksgiving not only for ourselves, but for 
all other areas of the West which have shared in the life 
giving moisture. And when people say “Our crop looks 
beautiful,” they say it with a sense of having escaped a 
great and terrible disaster. They realize that there is a 
vast difference between plenty and famine, even though 
prices may be discouragingly low. 

Every day reports throughout this district grow more 
.encouraging, and even the early sown grain, has reaped 
surprising benefit from fhe rains. 

To be sure, the crop is never assured till ft is in the 
bin, but surely than is justified in enjoying and giving 
thanks for the day to day benefits that are being conferr¬ 
ed upon the countryside.. • 

DESTROY PURCHASING POWER 

There is a lot of. talk about the shortage of purchasing 
pow-er, but the fact stares out that people do not w’ant to 
make use of the purchasing power they already have. 

The purchasing power of a Canadian would, in some 
lines, be greater ip Great Britain than it would be in Can¬ 
ada. The Canadian, if he chose, could buy more of some 
things with his dollar in Britain than-he could at home. 

But hq refuses to make use of that extra purchasing 
power. He puts up a tariff that makes his dollar worth 
less; In other words, he destroys his own purchasing 
power. 

The British case is only one of many. Nor the prac¬ 
tice confined to Canadians. All the nations are doing it, 
each stubbornly refusing to take advantage of the bounti¬ 
fulness of the world. 

They refuse to have plenty, believing that there is some 
thing wrong in letting other persons assist them to be¬ 
come prosperous. 

Having engaged in this national practice, the people are 
now sitting around whining about the lack of purchasing 
power and doing funny sums with pieces of paper in an 
attempt to make themselves believe that the two and two 
can be made six.—Regina Post.

ROOSEVELT GIVEN 
TARIFF CONTROL 

New U. S. Tariff Bill Gives President 
Sole Control to Increase or Decrease 
50 Pec Cent 

Ottawh, and Western Canada in 
particular, are keenly interested in 
the new y.S. tariff bill which gives 
the President authority for the next ; 
three years to increase or decrease 
existing tariffs by 50 per cent and to 
make new agreements with other na¬ 
tions in which excessive tariffs and j 
other trade restrictions are to be eliin 
inated on a reciprocal basis in the ex¬ 
pectation of reviving United States 
foreign trade.. 

It is possible that this new Act 
may bring about a lowering of tariff 
on cattle. Some form of reciprocal 
agreement may be reached between 
Canada and United States, which will 
admit Canadian cattle to the Chicago 
market on lower tariff arrangements. 

Under the 19.10 tariff act, a provis¬ 
ion was attached to the tariff rates in 
some categories of imports by which 
a higher duty was imposed on articles 
from any country which imposed a 
higher tariff than that designated in 
the act on similar United States ar¬ 
ticles. 

The new act automatically repeals 
those provisions for excess retaliatory- 
tariffs—over and above tj|(si>asic tar¬ 
iff—on automotive vehicles and parts, 
bicycles, paper products, gun powder 
and other explosives, and coal and 
coal products imported from such 
countries. Hereafter the basic rate 
will be imposed on each article regard 
less of the tariff imposed on similar 
American articles by any other coun¬ 
tries. 1

MAIL ORDER HOUSES 
UNDER HEAVY FIRE 

Sltven« Probe Casts Unfavorable 
Light on Several leading Business 
Firms 

(From the Alliance Times) 

Some interesting revelations are 
being made under the - nrohe being 
conducted' By the Dominion Governs 
ment in to the practices of some of 
Canada’s leading business houses.' 
During the pact little while the T. 
Eaton Company, R. Simpson Com¬ 
pany and the Army and Navy Stores 
were under fire. The following are 
only a few cases in point: 

In December, .1932, the X- Eaton 
Company advertised made-to-order 
men’s suits for $16.50. This reduced 
sales in one of Canada’s biggest cloth 
ifig, houses, Tip Top Tailors of Can¬ 
ada. This firm arranged with the R. 
Simpson Company Lp deliver Suits at 
*13.00 to be sold at $16.50, the same 
figure as their competitors. The low¬ 
est price was made possible by reduc¬ 
ing the employees’ wages 10 per cent. 

Spreads between cost and selling 
price in some cases ran as high as 
200 and 300 per cent. 

Since 1929 tne mail order depart¬ 
ment of Simpson’s had lost money. 
This statement caused the Chairman 
H. H. Stevens to tell his fellow mem¬ 


bers to take note of it, because of the 
competition of mail order houses with 
small town merchants. Simpson's pur¬ 
chased hoys’ pants for retail at 80 
cents each, and the committee was 
they were made ran as low as 35 
cents a dozen' garments. The mark¬ 
up on .drugs ran as high as 136 per 
cent, whilst toilet goods were still 
higher. 

Charges of . misleading advertising 
were levelled against the Army and 
Navy, which is owned by three bro¬ 
thers, Sain, Joseph and Harry Cohen. 
The capital of their Regina fltore in- . 
creased from $111,662 in 11928 to 
$310,397 in 4931. It had been claim¬ 
ed they bought bankrupt stocks and 
included some of/ their own in the 
sale.

CLAIM DISMISSED 
SOIL DRIFT CASEl 

A curious case, which may be the 
forerunner of similar cases was heard 
in Lethbridge last week before Judge 
Jackson, when Arnegard of Barons, 
sued Bach of Champion for damages 
from soil drifting from his land to the 
land of the plaintiff. L. H. Stack, K.C 
acted for the defendant and Ostlund, 
K.C. for the plaintiff. 

Judge Jackson after hearing agri¬ 
cultural experts and a volume of evi¬ 
dence, dismissed the claim for $390 
damages. In his opinion the defend¬ 
ant Bach, had employed the means in 
use in the district for dealing with 
soil drifting. He said, however, that 
in the future when strip farming and 
up-to-date methods of dealing with; 
this problem of agriculture become< 
common knowledge, farmers who al¬ 
low soil to drift to neighbors’ land, 
may be held responsible, if methods 
of prevention are not used. 

The claim of Aregard stated that 
in 1931, 32 and 33, the defendant, 
Bach of Champion, had allowed soil to 
drift from his quarter section on to a 
quarter section of the plaintiff, dam¬ 
aging thirty-five acres. The damage 
included necessity, for re-geeding por¬ 
tions of his land and the loss of a pro¬ 
portion of the crops of ’31, 32 and 33. 
Negligence and improper methods of 
farming were claimed. 

■ The defendant represented by L. H. 
Stack, denied improper farm methods 
or negligence. He claimed that the. 
plaintiff had farmed his own sandy, 
loose soil so negligently as to cause 
it to drift on his own and adjoining 
lands and should have seeded a pro¬ 
portion at least to grass. He denied 
that strip-farming could control the 
soil from the very strong winds that 
prevail at times. He claimed that he 
carried on his farming with all reas¬ 
onable care using the . best known 
methods of farming, and that as re¬ 
gards the whole of the plaintiff’s 
claim, any cause of damage was an 
act of God for which th£~ defendant 
was not liable, and could not reason¬ 
ably be expected to foresee or pre¬ 
vent. 

The experts from the provincial 
and federal-departments of agricul¬ 
ture, Messrs. Fairweather and Palmer 
gave interesting information on strip¬ 
farming. Although this system was 
not customarily used in the district 
where the dispute rose, it was their 
opinion that it would ultimately be¬ 
come a necessary factor in reducing 
soil drifting. Control of the problem 
could be advanced by stripping from 
5 to 20 rods, leaving the same width 
in stubble. If the stubble when sum- 
merfallowed, was sown lightly to 
some cover crop, it would be a great 
advantage and would later provide 
pasture or /odder. In the spring as 
soon as the frost is out of the ground, 
the land should be disced to prevent 
soil being pulverized. Soil drifting, 
said the experts, is a problem which 
must be met, and strip farming meth¬ 
ods if carried on intelligently, are ef¬ 
fective, and will probably be'introduc- 
ed generally in all areas liable to 
drifting. About 40 to 60 per cent of 
the farms irr the Barons, Nobieford 
and Monarch districts are now strip¬ 
ped, at an additional cost of about 20 
per cent over the old farm methods. 
The experts expressed their willing¬ 
ness to take this matter up with farm 
organizations and diseuss best meth¬ 
ods. ' • 

Precedent 

Although no precedent could be 
found for this particular case, imstan- 
ees were quoted of “acts of God" for 
which no one could be held liable. 
The historic case is the first of its 
kind to come before a Canadian court. 
An allowance for damages in this 
case, would open the way to an aval¬ 
anche of litigation all over the south

But the court held that this men¬ 
ace was growing, and would have to 
be taken into consideration in farm 
practices. Better methods would have 
to be adopted to meet it, and event¬ 
ually it is quite possible that a stat¬ 
ute would be enacted to cover the sit¬ 
uation.
